A man has gone down to the grave who was all 
his life long respected, cherished, and sustained by 
all who knew him, and who, nevertheless, was any- | 
thing but successful in life’s battle. Why? It| 
was the fault of his nature—and then it was in| 
part the fault of destiny. There are men who are, | 
it cannot be denied, unlucky. Felicien Mallefille 
was one of these unlucky men. I cannot better 
relate the story of his life than in his own words. 
In September, 1867, an artist, M. G. Martin, who 
was then editor of a petty illustrated paper, “ Le 
Philosophe,” wished to publish a caricature of M. | 
Mallefille. He wrote to the latter to get permission 
to do so, and at the same time asked M. Mallefille 
to give him notes fora biographical sketch. These 
requests brought the following letters :— 

“You take me by surprise, my dear friend. I, 
was asleep when your letters reached me, and | 
according to orders I was not waked. I reply as 
soon as possible. Go ahead; do just as you please. 
I have never wished to have my portrait published, 
because I have a horror of everything like affected 
postures. As for caricatures of me, people may 
make as many of them as they please—besides, a 
caricature made by a friend is flattering. By the 
way, do not flatter me too much in your article. 
Dates and facts give more information, and are 
better suited with my dignity. I hope to talk with 
you on Monday. I ought to have gone to town be- 
fore this, but I have constantly been unwell.

The first italics in the next letter are introduced 
to show that the doubts which have been enter- 
tained about the existence of Bernardin de St. 
Pierre’s hero and heroine are unwarranted :— 

“ Felicien Mallefille is a sailor's son. He early 
commenced his travels. Born in Ile de France the 
3d of May, 1813. He was baptized in Des Pample- 
mousses Church, where Paul and Virginia are buried. 
He spent his childhood first at Ile de France, then 
at Bourbon, next at Seychelles, a rock under the 
Equator. On his return to Ile de France, the vessel 
on which he had taken passage was shipwrecked | 
and burnt in the middle of the ocean. He remained | 
ten days without tasting drink or food, when he was | 
saved with his family and companions by the hos- | 
pitality of planters. He remained two years more 
in that quarter of the world, sometimes on land 
and sometimes at sea. He came to France with | 
his family in 1822.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS, 

New Booxs Receivep.—From Fields, Osgood & 
Co., Boston, we have “ The Ingham Papers ; some 
Memorials of the Life of Capt. Frederick Ingham, 
U.S. N., some time pastor of the first Sandemanian 
Church in Naguadavick, and Major-General by bre- 
vet in the Patriot Service in Italy,” by Edward E. 
Hale. From the same publishers we have “ Ad- 
ventures in the Wilderness, or Camp Life in the 
Adirondacks,’’ by William H. H. Murray—a work 
which possesses local and personal interest. 

D. Appleton & Co., New York, have issued an- 
other of the Muhlbach Novels, entitled “Two Life 
Paths,” translated from the German by Nathaniel 
Greene ; also “Anne Séverin,” by Madame Augusta 
Craven, author of “ A Sister’s Story ;’’ and “ Studies 
in General Science,” by Antoinette Brown Black- 
well. The last named work deals, we think, some- 
what glibly with the ambitious terminology of 
science, and with the phraseology of its profoundest 
problems. 

From Claxton, Remsen, and Haffelfinger we have 
a translation, by our venerable townsman, Charles 
D. Meigs, M.D., of Count Arthur de Gobineau’s 
“Typhaines Abbey.’’ The book is a lively and in- 
teresting romance of the Middle Ages, and it will 
doubtless become popular as a brilliant picture of 
the life and manners of that period. The prefatory 
letter to the noble author shows the translation to 
have been a labor of love. The book is excellently 
manufactured. 

From J. B. Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, we 
have “The Rifle and the Hound in Ceylon,” by Sir 
Samuel W. Baker. It is a hearty, genial sketch of 
the pleasures and excitements of a sporting tourist 
in Ceylon. “ Breaking a Butterfly, or Blanche El- 
lerslie’s Ending,’’ is issued by the same house. It 
is from the pen of the author of “ Guy Livingstone,” 
and if we may judge from the pleasure with which 
we have as yet read several chapters of it, will 
please those who appreciate a good hearty English 
novel. It is said to be printed from advance sheets 
by special arrangement with the author. 

Leypoldt & Holt, New York, have issued a second 
part of Auerbach’s “ Villa on the Rhine,” and also 
the “Reminiscences of Felix Mendelssohn Bar- 
tholdy, a Social and Artistic Biography,” by Elise 
Polko. It is translated from the German by Lady 
Wallace, and contains additional letters addressed 
to English Correspondents. It will doubtless re- 
ceive, for it deserves the attention of those who 
are interested in musical literature, and is an im- 
portant addition to the works in that department 
which have been produced by the same publishers. 


TE Juveniles of the last fortnight received by us 
are “Cholula, or the Young Mexican,’’ from J. P. 
Skelly & Co., Philadelphia; “ Little Freddie Feed- 
ing his Soul,” by Say Putnam, from Robert Carter

Stories to Children about Jesus,” by Edward Payson 
Hammond, from the American Baptist Publication 
Society, Philadelphia ; and “ Before the Heroine, or 
Daily Devotions for a Child,” from M. W. Dodd, 
New York. 

Cuar.es Scripyer & Co., New York, will publish, 
during the comiug month, several works of unusual 
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interest and value. Among these is another of the 
incomparable novels of MM. Erckmann-Chatrian, 
entitled “ Waterloo; a Sequel to the Conscript of 
1813.” “Foreign Missions, their Relations and 
Claims,” by Dr. Rufus Anderson, the accomplished 
Secretary of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, is a work that will doubtless 
prove attractive and instructive to the non-religious 
as well as religious reader. The moral and intel- 
lectual qualifications of the author, with the wide 
range of opportunities he has enjoyed for the 
thorough investigation of the subject, eminently 
fit him for the adequate execution of the task he 
has assigned himself. President Woolsey’s “ Essay 
on Divorce and Divorce Legislation, with Special 
Reference to the United States,” is a weighty dis- 
cussion of a question which, in its legal and social 
aspects, has of late years been regarded with absorb- 
ing interest. 

Among the numerous and important English 
works supplied by Scribner, Welford, & Co., there 
is one of special interest and usefulness—we mean 
“ Whitaker’s Almanac for 1869."’ It is an admir- 
able specimen of what such an annual hand-book 
should be. It comprises within a comparatively 
small compass the leading facts and figures con- 
nected with the present condition of the British 
Empire in all its departments of art, industry, poli- 
tics, trade, revenue, manufactures, etc. Indeed, 
it is difficult to say what is not contained in the 
volume. It will be found extremely serviceable to 
all who would be informed as to the events of the 
day, and the low price at which it is furnished 
brings it within every person’s reach. 

“THE ARCHITECTURAL REVIEW AND AMERICAN 
Buitpers’ JouRNAL,” published by Claxton, Rem- 
sen, & Haffelfinger, maintains its interest and at- 
tractiveness. Besides ground-plans and small cuts, 
the number for April contains eight full-page illus- 
trations—namely, iron store-fronts ; double villa; 
Male Department of the Pennsylvania Hospital for 
the Insane; the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Armsmear, near Hartford, Connecticut; design for 
a Soldier’s Monument, which is elegantly printed 
in tint; cottage in the bracketed style; designs 
for brackets; and a set of fourteen geometrical 
figures. These illustrations are very finely exe- 
cuted, and reflect much credit on publisher, de- 
signer, engraver, and printer. The letter-press is, 
as usual, varied and interesting. Among the arti- 
cles which will especially repay perusal are one on 
the Architecture of America; one on the Minsters 
of England ; and a detailed sketch, with very fine 
ground-plans, of the Male Department of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital for the Insane—an institution 
which, for skilful and_conscientious management, 
is justly celebrated. We fervently trust that this 
excellent periodical may be liberally sustained. 


Tues “ American Law Review,’’ of Little, Brown 
& Co., continues to improve in excellence, and as 
it has reached the third number of the third vol- 
ume, may be regarded as a permanent addition to 
our legal literature. The leading article in the 
April number is a notice of Bluntschli’s “ Inter- 
national Law.’’ There is also an interesting opinion 
by Judge Blatchford, delivered in the case of Daly 
v. Palmer in the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Southern District of New York, in which 
some points under the dramatic copyright law are 
rather fully considered. The notes appended to 
the opinion refer to the recent authorities on the 
subject. The decision suggests a doctrine of lite- 
rary equivalents, and may be regarded as estab- 
lishing a property in incident. A large class of 
lawyers and laymen will be benefited by a digest 
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of all the cases decided under the United States 
Bankrupt Act of March 2, 1867, which have been 
published up to January 1, 1869. We observe, | 
from the book notices, that Mr. J. P. Benjamin, 
of the late Confederate States, but now barrister- 
at-law, of Lincoln’s Inn, London, has published a | 
work on the “ Law of Sale of Personal Property,’ 
which the “ Review’’ commends quite earnestly. 


Sir S. W. Baker’s “ Rifle and Hound in Ceylon,” 
recently published by J. B. Lippincott & Co., has 
already reached a second edition. The same house 
has his “ Eight Years’ Wanderings in Ceylon” in 
course of rapid preparation. 

“Over Yonder,” a novelette, by the author of 
“The Old Mam’selle’s Secret,” etc., was received 
with such favor while running through “ Lippin- 
cott’s Magazine’ that the publishers will zhortly 
issue it in cheap book form.

Gentlemen: I have before me a copy of your 
letter to Messrs. Leypoldt & Holt, dated Boston, 
Oct. 3d. The statements you make therein are 
absolutely incomprehensible to me. Let me reca- 
pitulate the facts. You reprint the translation of 
my novel, “On the Heights,” published by Tauch- 
nitz, without my knowing a word of it. Mr. Alger, 
in sending me his own book, writes me a highly 
pleasing letter. In thanking him, I inquire whether 
he can find me a publisher there who will pay me 
a satisfactory honorarium for my next book. I then 
receive a cupy of your American edition of “ On 
the Heights,” and see that you already state in 
your announcement that you are going to publish 
my new novel, when up to that time no word of 
negotiation, much less of agreement, had passed 
between us. 

A good while after, you make me a proposition. 


In my letter of July 15, 1 make my proposition in | 


return, demanding a fixed honorarium, to which you 
object. I telegraphed you that only on condition 
of a fixed honorarium will I close a bargain with 
you, else the new novel is otherwise disposed of. You 
don’t answer by telegraph, but by letter, persisting 
in your previous propositions, though I had de- 
cidedly declined them. Herewith the maiter was 
completely finished between us, and I really cannot 
comprehend whereon you base any lawful claim to 
the new book, “ Das Landhaus am Rhein.”

introduced to the knowledge of most American 
| readers,’ and his name made famous from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. Previous to our bringing 
out ‘On the Heights,’ which book had been in the 
portfolio of several publishers for publication but 
rejected, Mr. Auerbach was slumbering in the 
security of a ‘ Tauchnitz’ edition, and for waking 
him up, clothing him in an American dress, and 
aiding him to become famous—this is an ‘ outrage’ 
for which we voluntarily offered him payment. 
| “We have never ‘made’ Mr. Auerbach a direct 
| ‘offer,’ but modified the original proposition made 
| by Mr. Alger; a proposition we had good reason to 
suppose he accepted and was bound by, considering 
that he offered no objection to it for a period of six 
months, with a full knowledge of all our efforts 
| during that time to advance his interest. 

“ We may, in conclusion, fitly express our surprise 
| that the distinguished historian should have given 
| his name to such a communication, intended for 

publication ; indeed, as humble citizens of the re- 
public and with due deference to his greatness, we 
question the propriety of the act. He is the servant 
of a people which has persistently denied to foreign- 
/ers any literary rights. The right to republish 
| foreign books is common tc all, while a translation 
from a foreign language is recognized by law as an 
| original work and granted the same protection. 
| Our offence, for we consider ourselves arraigned by 
Mr. Bancroft, is in publishing an original transla- 
tion, procured and paid for by us, for which we 
have the sanction of the United States by its official 
seal. Why, then, should a Minister Resident of 
the United States lend the weight of his name and 
the sanction of a diplomatic post, which he holds 
for the public good, for the obvious purpose of bene- 
fiting other parties by injuring American citizens

| but commendable pursuits ?”

Pubvlishner’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Dante A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel- 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense in 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 
found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
